IDENTIFY MAN SLAIN INCARS 
SUSPECT MURDER FOR MONEY. 
Body Learned to Be That of Roderick 


Campbell of Pittsburg, Whe Lett 
Home with $100. 


The body of the man who wae found mur- 
dered in an Iilinols Central box car at Thirty- 
Arat street on Aug. 12 was identified yeater- 
day ag that of Roderick Campbell of Pitts- 
burg. The identification was mace dy. the 
chief of police of that city through a photo- 
graph and later by the slain man’s sister. 

Campbell was a graduate of a. Pittsburg 
high school and for several years Was an 
employé of the Carnegie Steel company. His 
home was at Thirty-stzth and Carson streets. 

Miss Alice Campbell, the dead man's sister, 
said last night that she has no doubt that 
the murdered man was her brother. Camp- 
bell lost hie position with the Carnegie com- 
pany because of the business depression and 
decided he would go to Gary, Ind., th look 
for work. He left home on Aug. 2. From 
that une until Aug. 10 postal cards were 
received ‘from him by bis relatives and then 
they ceased. 

Finally the family became so worried about 
his silence that another brother, Lawrence, 
left for Chicago on Wednesday to see if he 
could find a trace ot him. Since his departure 
no word has been recelved.from Lawrence by 
his Pittsburg relatives, but they expect to 
hear from him today. 

Roderick Campbell was 23 years old: The 
family ig convinced that he was murdered. 
When he left here he had $100 and a number 
of valuable articles oh which he could have 
realised in case of emergency. His relatives 
gre positive he was murdered by robbers.

Deputy Inspector Clark Johnson a week 
ago visited the company's plant, which is 
under construction at Argo, near Summit. on 
the drainage canal. He found the law was 
being violated withwreference to the scaffold 
provision and ordered the work stopped until 
the law was complied with. On Tuesday the 
deputy inspector again visited the plant and 
found the men at work and nothing done to 
comply with the law. The case immediately 
was reported to the factory inspector's office 
and the filing of the complaint followed.

The surgeons will amputate. the gangrend 
affected arm today, and if the father attempts 
to carry out his threat to da bodily harm ta 
Warden Charles J. Happel and ota, 
physicians, he will be arrested. 

Judge Tuthil’ signed the forma) order for 
the amputation. This was done on the reo- 
om mendat ion of Drs. J. B. Colwell and 
C. Amersen after a consultation with four 
other staff physicians at the institution. 


Boy Resists Judge’s Advice. 

The judge personally delivered the order to 
Warden Happel after examining the frac~ 
tured arm. Then he had a long chat with 
the boy, advising him of the dangerous oon- 
dition of the affected arm. 

But the boy remained obdurate and related 
the same stories his father telis about mirac- 
ulous cures made in the old country. The 
elder Bulanda did not learn of the proposed 
court order until late in the day, when he 
and several of his friends rushed to the Juve- 
nile court building, but did not arrive there 
until Judge Tuthill had departed. 

Then the warden was called up by tele- 
phone and through an Interpreter the father 
told of a man similarly afficted in Poland 
forty years ugo who recovered without sub- 

mitting to an operation. He said he had en- 
gaged a faith healer who guaranteed to neue 
the boy’s arm as well as his life.

The warden was told that $25,000 damage) 
suite would be started against him and all 
persons taking part in the operation, but 
he did not heed the threat. Appeal was 
made next by Bulanda's friends to William 
Busse, president of the county board, but 
Mr. Busse said he could not interfere.

Answers Raymond’s Criticism. 
Concerning this, Senator Owen has given 
me this discussion of certain things said by 
THE TRIBUNE'S distinguished correspondent, 
Raymond: 
Raymond's conclusion from the experi- 
ence of the New York banke ie entirely un- 
founded. I have studied the history of the 
New York system and the real cause for the 
fallure of the New York plan was because 
ithe law of that state did not exercise proper 
control over the issuance of circulating notes. 
In Indiana the law provided for the guar- 
anty of deposits in their banking system, be- 
fore the civil Wir. and it worked to perfec- 
tion, not a depositor losing a dollar under 
that system. 
He argues that the New Tork dank law 
guaranteeing both the circulating notes and 
the deposits failed, and therefore it is a bad 
thing for a bank law to establish 4 guaranty 
of deposits. It follows with equal force that 
it is a bad thing to require the banks to guar- 
amtee their circulating notes, yet under our 
system the national banks are required to 
put up in United States bonds the value of 
their notes before they are issued, and in 
this way they do guarantee every bank note

The 
general has often been described, especially 
at the Berlin war department, as the Bel- 
gian Moltke, and although a Frenchman by 
birth, played dn extraordinary rdle in the 
history and in the making of Belgium. It 
was he who, thenke to his intimate relations 
with Napoleon III. and other members of 
the imperial government, was able to die- 
suade them in 1870 from their project of in- 
vading Germany across Belgian territory and 
ot thus making Belgium the battle ground 
of the Franco-German war. A few weeks 
later, as commanding in chief the Belgian 
army, intrusted with the preservation of Bel- 
sn neutrality, he prevented any violation 
thereof by the German troops and then after 
Sedan, when if had been decided that Na- 
poleon III., on parole, should proceed to the 
Gérman palace of Wilhelmshohe, nedr Cas- 
sel, via belgium, lastead of via Alsace and 
Lorraine, so as to avoid unpleasantness on 
the part of his former subjects or of his de- 
fdated trocps, Gen. de Chazal was requested 
to) act as his escart.

Liverpool Disappoints the Bulls. 


Liverpool's course proved a distinct dis- 
appointment to the bulls. closing %@\%d 
lower in the face of the rise of 2c here the 
day before. The weakness at the English 
market was attributed largely to freer offer- 
ings of Manitoba and new Australian wheat. 
The first few minutes witnessed a selling 
rush in the pit, but the easy spots found a 
quartet of prominent commission houses big 
buyers, the result being a quick stiffening of 
values. Within a few minutes these houses 
took approximately 2,000.000 bu, evidently 
covering a short line, which was bolstered up 
to the extent of about 4,000,000 bu the day 
before.
